If- you curtail your 
demands, prices will remain more 
}stable. That holds for food, too. 
| By and large you need about 2,500 
| calories a day food, and you prob- 
ably eat vastly more than that. 

Much of what we spend above 
real necessities is for the sake of 
keeping up with the Jonses, but 
the inferiority complex is going to 
,be removed from poverty very 
quickly. It will be scart to be poor. 
If you put up your car and take 
the train or subway you are per- 
forming a patriotic service.

| Problems at Rio 

At Rio de Janeiro a conference of representa- 
tives from all the Latin American republics, 
with the United States, is now in progress. All 
countries of both North and South America 
have severed diplomatic relationships, or 
declared war, with the Axis powers. That is, 
all save Argentina. 

It is believed public opinion in Argentina is 
strongly pro-ally, but the present government 
there seems to have pro-Axis leanings and 
the censorship that government has clamped 
upon the Argentine press prevents the weight 
of public opinion from being expressed. 

It is hoped, before the Rio de Janeiro con- 
ference is over, means may have been found 
to persuade Argentina of the illogic of her 
position and thus create a unanimous, solid 
American unity both for hemisphere defense 
and for the defeat of the Axis. 

The United States, however, faces other 
difficulties in the conference. None so serious 
as the Argentine problem, but difficulties never- 
theless that will take extreme tact and careful 
consideration. 

There is, for instance, the problem of ship- 
ment of materials and goods from this country 
to the nations south of us. With European and 
Asiatic sources of supply cut off by the war, 
the South American countries require many 
things for which they now look to us. Yet, in 
nearly every case, the very goods they want, 
are goods essential to our own war program. 

Some branches of our government at Wash- 
ington made commitments to different South 
American countries that now cannot possibly 
be fulfilled. Most of these were made before 
December 7 and all things have taken new 
standards of importance since then. 

Many of the Latin American governments 
gare insistent that the price charged for United 
States goods shipped to their ports shall not 
exceed the price ceilings set for the same goods 
in the United States. They argue that, although 
these qvods would naturally bring much more 
in their countries, it is the duty of their own 
governments to see there is no profiteering. 
To set, in short, price ceilings of their own. 

These and other problems must be straight- 
ened at Rio de Janeiro if the conference there 
is to result, as we all pray it may, in complete 
unity and in creating a single 
among all the Americas, for the

War Industry in South 

That the south, because of the war industries 
placed in this section, is enjoying the greatest 
industrial growth in its history is the finding 
of the National Industrial Conference Board. 

Hundreds of millions of dollars in federal 
money has been spent in development of 
southern industries essential to the war 
program. Much of this is for the output of raw 
materials, sent to other sections for processing 
into the finished war materiel. Such essentials 
as iron ore, bauxite, pyrites and manganese are 
found in the south, as well as crude petroleum, 
natural gas, sulphur and phosphate rock. 

Something more than $12,000,000 in .war 
contracts has been placed with industries in 
Atlanta and north Georgia. The iron and steel 
industry at Birmingham is an important. part 
of the war production picture and is expanding 
rapidly. 

All over the south, new industrial activity 
is blossoming because of the war. 

The great problem that will face this section 
after the war is over will be to retain a fair 
proportion of this wartime increase in industry. 
Some of it will, undoubtedly, cease. There will 
be inevitable post-war retrenchment, 

Yet, if the south does not translate into 
permanent benefit some of the expansion now 
being made in its industry, it will have only 
itself to blame. With proper planning, post- 
war adjustment could well leave the south near 
that ideal economic balance between industry 
and agriculture which has been sought for sa 
many years and which Is esserttial to the estab- 
lishment of a firm and prosperous sectional 
economy.

There are numerous public re- 
actions to the coming of the war 
to America. Some of them are 


fine, some are not so fine. Some. 


are logical and some are weirdly 
illogical. 

One of the strangest of all, 
however, is the way in which war 
has impelled so large a propor- 
tion to try and write poetry. I 
suppose it is the emotional reac- 
tion. But it seems everyone, ca- 
pable or otherwise, feels touched 
with the divine spark of poesy 
when they read of Americans 
fighting in distant places of .the 
world, 

It is, of course, but natural that 
every dabbler in the art of rhym- 
ing and rhythm of words, wants 
to see his, or her, creation in 
print. And they all, according to 
evidence in this office, send or 
carry their outpourings here, with 
the hope of reading it, author’s 
name attached, in some early issue 
of The Constitution. 

Unfortunately, white paper re- 
strictions being what they are, we 
have exceedingly small space to 
devote to these rhymes. That is 
true, irrespective of the quality of 
the verse. It may be the best in 
the world, but still we wouldn't 
have room for it. 

I suppose, at a liberal estimate, 
we use about one per cent of the 
amount sent in. The rest—well, if

If not, it 
goes to the wastepaper basket. 

In no case can we use lengthy 
verse outpourings. Nothing over a 
couple of reasonably short stanzas

“America is awake!” cry the optimists, but they are still dream- 
ing. We are still living in a fools’ paradise, lulled by a foolish and 
ignorant complacency. : 

People of all classes, responsible and irresponsible, are repeating 
the silly catch phrases: “Jt was national hari kari. Japan com- 
mitted national suicide when she attacked America.” 

Churchill knew better. He saw Japan's attack not as an act of 
desperation, but as the daring of a nation conscious of its strength. 

We boast of our superior resources, but what good are they if 
they are not used? During the last year, while our nation stood 
defenseless before the greatest peril in bDistory, our industrialists 
built more pleasure cars, washing machines, refrigerators, radios 
and other luxuries, and: consumed more of our precious imported 
materials than ever before in history. They were coining money, 
and neither the OPM nor any high official had the vision and moral 
courage to stop the waste and insist upon the production of weapons. 

The result is that we face a life and death struggle—a war of 
extermination—without enough weapons to defend ourselves. 

It was not Japan but America that risked national suicide. 

We haven’t enough antiaircraft guns to protect a single American 
city. And even if they were produced over night, we'd have no 
men trained to use them. 

We have no modern field guns to match the enemy’s equipment 
in range and power. 

This isn’t revealing military secrets, for the truth has been 
printed many times and the Japs know our weakness better than 
our own people do, 

Japan’s navy is equal to ours in the Pacific and incomparably 
stronger in its home waters. With Juck we might win a full-dress 
battle, but the Japs will try to whittle our Navy down one ship at a 
time by means of planes and subs. 

The English are in desperate straits at Singapore for want of the 
weapons we haven’t built. 

The gallant Dutch and the Australians are pleading for planes 
and guns we haven't got. 

The arsenal of democracy! What ghastly irony! Even today we 
are building luxury goods that consume vital materials, and less 
than a third of our industrial capacity is devoted to war work. 

Unorganized, stifled with red tape, without efficient executives 
who have power to act, even without completed plans for the biggest 
job in history, we still invite shame and humiliation and defeat by 
refusing to face the awful truth and gird ourselves for an all-out, 
desperate effort. 

Wake up, America! 
and agony.

Dr. Harmon W. Caldwell, presi- 
dent of the university, said the 
matter would bg one of the prin- 
cipal subjects to be discussed when 
the board meets, but he said he 
could not predict what action 
would be taken. 

SEVERAL SENIORS. 

“IT understand a number of our 
best men in both track and base- 
ball are seniors and they certainly 
will not be able to complete the 
schedules,” Dr. Caldwell - said. 
“Juniors and sophomores,  how- 
ever, could go on playing.” 

Whether or not the war will af- 
fect the Southern Intercollegiate 
Golf Tournament, held over the 
Athens Country Club course in 
April, still is not known. Uni- 
versity authorities have not begun 
to map plans for the affair, await- 
ing further developments. 

Georgia's faculty yesterday set 
May 2:as graduation day for sen- 
iors this year, but lower classmen 
will not finish the academic year 
until June 4, 

One of the suggestions advanced 
at the meeting was for an enlarg- 
ed intramural program with mem- 
bers of the Georgia coaching staff 
in charge.

Old-Fashioned Chicken Pie 


Buy a good-sized stewing chick- 
en weighing about 4 or 4% pounds. 
Cut in pieces for serving. Put 
the chicken in a_— saucepan, 
add cold water to completely 
cover 2 teaspoons of salt, 
a small, sliced onion and a 
handful of celery leaves. Cover, 
heat quickly to the boiling point, 
then boil very gently until the 
chicken is tender—from 1 1-2 to 2 
hours. Lift the meat from the 
stock, remove the skin and slip 
out the large bones. Put the 
chicken meat in a large baking 


dish. Add 12 very small, boiled 
white onions, 11-2 cups steamed 
Sliced celery, 11-2 cups’ cooked 
green peas. Melt 2 tablespoons 
shortening, stir in 3 tablespoons 
flour and then add gradually 2 
cups chicken stock and 1 cup milk 
or 3 cups chicken stock. Stir 
constantly until thickened and 
boiling. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper, and pour over the 
chicken. Cover the top of the 


dish with a crust of biscuit dough 


rolled a scant one-fourth inch 
thick. Press the crust firmly to 
the edges of the baking dish, cut 
several slits in the top of the crust 
and bake in a hot oven for 35 to 
45 minutes or until the crust is 
cooked through and golden 
brown. Serves 6.

sill and began firing. 

“T fired all three cans and hit 
several -planes, but apparently 
they were not badly damaged. 
Several bombs landed near the 
hangar, spraying glass on the men 
and knocking down others. Part 
of the hangar was in flames from 
incendiary bullets. The Jap bomb- 
ers never scored a direct hit, 
however.”
